received signal strength (RSS), wherein the link metric measurements are 
normalized via at least one of the following methods: subtraction of transmitted 
power for a normalization of the SNR and RSS: and a table look-up of 
transformation for a normalization of the SER, PER, or FER from one modulation 



type to another when more than one modulation type is used .
